Is there no Neighbourhood, no Society, 
no Commerce, no Charity, fur Waat of an 
entire Correſpondence of Principles? It this 
be High Church Chariy, 1 recommend the 
Gentlemen to the hatacter given of that 
bleſſed thing call'd Charity in the ſacred 
Text, and ſee how they correipond ; I do 
confeſs, this Spirit rages too much among 
the Party, and it I were to tell you of a 
Knot of the Zigh-Clerg y, that in the Town 
where they live, refuſe to buy or ſe] with 
the Diſſenters, and how they forbid one of 
their Servants buying Malt of à Diſſenter, 
becauſe they could not bear to dtink Ale 
brewed with Presbyterian Malt: I ſay, if I 
were to tell this Tale, and I could make mer- 
ry with 4 great many ſuch, Poſterity would 
bluſh for this Generation, and be aſham'd to 
own their Principles, tho' they were to 
eſpouſe the Party. 

Beſides, Gentlemen of the Zigh-Paray, I 
would io a friendly Manner adviſe you to be 
very cautious, hew you forbid Commerce 
with the Whigs, and the Reaſon is plain, vig.

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Ale They ſhould refuſe to let your Poor 
have any Presbhyie- ian Work; that your Ships 
ſhon'd get no Hi Fcaight, no Presby- 
terian Bale, that your Companies ſhould 
have no Whigpiſh 3tock, your Barks no Pres- 
byterian Caſh, that in our manufacturing 
Towns the Difſenters{hould refuſe to employ 
any of your People, or to buy or ſell with 
any but ſuch as were Diſſenters, cr ſuch as 
we re guilty of the unpardonz ble Sin of Mo. 
deration, What do you think, Gentlemen, 
could the Hizb-Church ftand by her ſelf in 
ſuch Cal:s or no? Would ſhe ſupport her own 
people, or maintain her uwn Poor * Or how 
long do you think they would be a Party ?— 
Upoa my Word, Gentlemen Tories, you 
need not talk of Preslyterim Malt, yiu 
would ſoon have no Malt at all, nor little 


elſe - And whenever you pleaſe to petit iun 


the Pa:?;ament, that an Act of S-paration be 
made, that the #/igh-Church Party, who 
according to Mr. Dodwell js the oaly true 
Church of England, ſhould not trade, buy 
nor {ct} with theLow- Church Schiſmaticks, for 
ſuch they count them, nor with the Diſſem- 
ing Schiſmaticks ; My Word for it, they all

The Reſult of this Diſcourſe is, 1 think a 
very plain Story, Viz. That our Principles 
have no Manner of Concern ig our civil 
Peace, u hy may we not brew th- ſame 
Malt, and driok the ſame Ale, and ſit at the 
ſame Table, and enjoy ah Sorts of Sociable 
and Gentleman - like Familiarity, aod not be 
always comparing our Creeds, or capping, 
Principles; our Opioions in Religion are not 
at all abſolute ly neceſſary Ingredients in our 
civil Peace; we may be Comrades and 
Neighbours, we mav be Partners in Trade, 
in Offices, nay in Beds, and n:t all of a 
Sortment, either in our Religious or jo our 
Politick Opinions. 

Nay, let me carry it farther, we m2y. 20 
to Heaven without 2 Union ef Principles; 
The Unity of the Spirit is tormed in the Bord 
of Peace, not of Parties 3 and this Uniry of 
the pirit may be fund wichout a Ynion of 
Principles. It may iadeed be enquir'd here, 
what we mean by Principles, and let the Au-

thor of the Febearſal exptatn it for him(elf, T 
ſhall not treat him, as he does me and others, 
4· la mode de Inuendo. But let bim explain 
it which Way he pleaſes, tis againft 
him here. 

If he means by Principles, the Fundamen- 
tal Doctrines of the Chriſtian Religion ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to Sairation, without A- 
greement in which a Man cannot be a Cri- 
ian; then he has been ſaying Nothing, for 
in that we have the Union he perks of and 
there we abſolutely agree; he will not ſay, a 
Diſſenter fcom Epilcopacy cannot go to Hea- 
yen, or is not a Chriftian. 

It he means by Principles, the Points in 
Debate berween the ch and the Difſent- 
ers, then I ſay, he is infinitely erroneous 
and to ſay we cannot be bappy without a 
Qnion in theſe Principles, muſt be falſe ; be- 
cauſe we may have a publick Peace without 
it, and as before Safety and Peace moſt cer- 
tainly denominate National Happineſs, or 
it would de hard to tell us, when a 
Nation is in a happy Condition. | 
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If chen we may have Sey, N ve nr 
have Peace, nay, if we- may go tb Hea- 
ven without this Union of Principles, 2s 1 
think, is evident from what has been ſaid, 
and more might be (aid if it vert not; it 
re ma las for — to ſhe w ws, what 
there is in the Differences between us, which 
makes it impotible for os to be happy, or 
wherein dur Happinefs is deficient ; aud 

- wonld he do this fairly and ingeanoufly, I 
am perſwaded, it would be eaſſe to make it 
appear, that our Want of Happineſs does 
not confiſt in our diſunicted Principles, ſo 
much as in our diſuniting Tempers ; nur ſo 
much in our differing in Opinion, as in our 
Oplnionace differing ; not in our c:mcend. 
ing Principles, as in our Priaciple of Con- 
tention ; and were this Delighting to differ 
taken away, our differjog Principles would 
no Way interrupt out Happineſs, either 
National or Perſonal: And fo much to that 
abſurd Doctrine, That we can have no Hap- 
pegs in Engle#d without a Union of Prin- 
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Mi$SCELLANEA.
